vent to Subject's roon where conversation took place. 


2. Dining tho conversation in tho roon, Subjoct ur.s visited by ODABACXAN, Boric 
Angohonovleh, an <v:chrngo student fron tho U;>.ih studying chcnlstiy at Columbia 
University, o ABA 'XV. I in fraa ijrovon . Uttivorsity, nationality Amonian* lie in 
opp. 35 years old, 5 1 6" , 145 lbs, block hoir, dork conploction. % mturo ho 
coons quiet ond rosorvod, while in tho roon ho did little tailing, and loft after 
hour. 


3, When naked about the r.ontion in tho docunont pertaining to fire in Kiev 
library, nlxu.it tho arrest. nnd nrnevtian of n group of lawyers irho tried to prosent 
tho statue of Uterl-o ns a colony of JUv-sia in tho U,H. Subject said tint he had 
hoard of a moor about an ury’ergroirrd party consisting of 10-15 non, uono fomor 
law students fron Lviv, who iroro arroctod nnd shot about 3—4 years ago. Subject 
added that this vac not .oenticnod in tho press, and that ho did not hnvo any 
concrete lenewlodgo of tho affair.

Subject said that it would bo morally wrong for U!amn- 
iens who have high rank in tho party to repress their own people. At this ho pmicod 
SaaaTiST:2'T for balrig a very good Ukrainian who was not afraid to speak up against 
Khruschov, ! me: ring t!\o oonsoqvancos of aunh nn nation, object ejects ntinrgoa 

in tho covorment of -tho Ukrainian in tho near future. Among those to go xri.ll 
bo KOVPAK ifbo is old and useless. 

7. Subject enjoyed article in {JUCIIASHIdT about 50 GUTA,. written by Ikrystronko 
and articlo by Daria Robot about the journal RAIR a, Subjoot criticised SUCIIASniST 
nayinc that ton nary articles wove writton in an "anti-Soviet spirit". fourco a shod 
tliat Subject show Mr. an article, tlint me re, ant;! -Soviet, ami that they right 
discuss it, but .Subject d o' lined. 

3* Source asl:cd about the fact that many Ukrainians aro not conscious of their 
national identity and when asked what nationality they are, many reply that for 
then it doos not natter if they aro Ukrainians or Russians. Subject said thnt this 
is not true, all Ukruini-nc are guard of their mtiorrlity Id on >4 1'.; &'•' bo never 
hoard of n l"r ■.■'inion c yl«g tlvt ho -loss n-t earn wlrft bo is. soiree told Subject 
not to bo naive, and that recently there ms an articlo in the Soviet 11:: sinian 
cross, whore writers complain about the fact tint nary youngsters (.a net want to 
study their cam language or literature, Subject did not reply, but said that he 
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ccnsidervs kikscl-T a Ida-nininn ni-d is. proud of it. 

9* Subject cold thnt ho wofkcrl for a tirso in tho "iilrhovji:" fr.ctoiy in Kiev. 

Said that workers \roro usually in thair y *3 nnd onrly 4 L’d, nont of then with 
a secondary education, When a shod about tho fact that workers wore to n lareo 
decree Russified in tho Donbas nnd Donetsk i orjlons, Subject did not answor. Instead 
said thnt in Kim'', nary workers are interested in Ularoinlon literature, nnd tho 
younc poets in particular. Rnny vorkors c° to youth cafes in Kiev to pootry readings 
whoro younc. liltrrinian poets attend. 

10. During tho Christnns vacation, Svhjoet was in Washington D.C, for 5 days, 
lio said that Washington inprosr.od Irln r.nd ho onjoyod his trig vory raich. 

11. A mooting was arranged for ilicrtlr.y 11 Jan. 1966 at 7fiO P.II. in tho Inter- 
national house. Subject a shod Source to brine with hin VTTVYTSia: and nano othor

hnva o pa: ty.
